1. This application has been examined. The claims 1-3, 7-12, 16-22, 26-31 and 35-36 are 
allowed.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited art 
teaches or suggests that an electronic device wherein an EL layer formed over the pixel 
electrode, and an electrode formed over the EL layer, and an insulating layer over the EL 
element and the applying means for applying the image signal to the EL element , and a 
correcting means is configured to amplify a signal of red and attenuate a signal of blue or green 
as claims 1, 9, 19 and 28.
